The Portuguefe told us there was no Ship at 
Vigo, but at Rodendello there was a very rich 
Ship, with Bale Goods from London, and 3 
or 4 more Ships brought in Prizes. We fent 
immediately for the Gibraltar and Grampus, 
and came toa Refolution, at a!) Events, for 
Rodendello, At Day-light having taken this 
Portuguefe Pilot, and it proving calm, in the 
Morning we faw a Sparifo Bark about 40 
Tons, and one about 30: We attack’d them 
with our Boats, took the Jargeft, and put the 
other athore, and fet her on fire. This dif- 
cover'd us to the whole Country, and pre- 
vented our Proje&t of ruaning ap with French 
Colours.

Aalwer till the third Time of calling to 
them, and then a diflasisf one, they 
fr'd a Shot ahead, which the Frenchmen 
enfwer'd with a Broad-fide, on which a tharp 
Engagement enfued, that lafted fix Hours.

OUT the End of laff Month, a De- 

yo from France was handed about 

st Frankfort, importing, ** That fome Elec- 
wrs and Princes of the Empire have made 
jnown to his moft Cbriftian Majefty, as 
Guarantee of the Treaty of Wefpbalia, their 
Unerfine at the King of Great Britain's af- 
fembling a confiderable Body of Troops, which 
may poflibly be made ufe of to influence the 
aoproaching Eleétion of an Emperor, or be 
emobved againft fome Member of the Em- 
re: That therefore, in order to make good 
bis Engagements, he had refolved to caufe 
{ome Troops to advance immediately towards 
the Rbine, to the Eod that they might be 
ready to march, in cafe of Need, to the Suc- 
cour of the Ele€tors and Princes who fhould 
ciim his Guarantee; and that this Step oaght 
not to be confidered 4s tending to aét contrary 
to the Pragmatick Sanéion, but as having folely 
in View the Prefervation of the Tranquillity 
of Gormary, and the protecting the Freedom 
of the Election of an Emperor,’’ And foon 
alter the Marthal de Beili/le the French Miai- 
fier there, fent circular Letters, acquainting 
the Princes and Srates of the Empire, ‘* That 
the Elector of Bavaria having demanded the 
Fores ftipulated from France by Treaties, hie 
M.jrfty's Intention was to comtinue, not- 
withftandiag, in the ftrétett Amity with the 
Empire, and that his Troops fhould obferve 
the moft exact D{c.pline.”” About the fame 
Time the Ele€tor of Bawaria publifhed a De- 
caration to the fame Effect; and added far- 
ther, “* That the Princes and States of the 
Empire ought not to bs furprized at his de- 
mancing a Body of French Troops, This 
Monarch is Guarantee of the Treaty of Wef- 
foaia, and he furnithes them as fuch; The 
ame Rea‘on did not take Place when the late 
Emperor called a Boty of Rufian Troops iato 
tat Empire: There was no Engagement be- 
tween Germany and Rufia; and yet thefe 
Troops made ‘no Scrupe of entering into the 
Empire, without the Confent of the States 
which compofe it.” Alfo abut the fame 
Time, the Elector Palatine publithed a Decla- 
ration, importing, “* That a Body of French 
yinene was fpeedily to pafs the Adeufe, in or- 
to enter the Dutchies of Bergues and

On the roth of Fuly, a Detachment of 
Bavarian Troops trom their Camp at Scbar- 
dingen, {urprized and took Potieifion of the 
City of Paffau, which isa Sort of Key for 
entering from Bavaria into the Auftrian Do- 
minions, and feems to portend an Attack 
upon thoie Dominions; but we do not hear 
of its being as yet begun. 

On the 24th of Fuly, was publithed ia 
Sweden a formal Declaration of War againft 
Maufecvy, and at the fame Time, the Rea- 
fons or Motives for that Declaration, which 
are too long to be inferted here; but they 
plainly thew, thac a State can never want 
Reafons for declaring War, when thofe at 
the Helm have a Mind for it ; and the Beha- 
viour of fome other States has lately thewa 
us, that no Reafons are fufficieat, when thofe 
at the Helm have no Mind for it. 

Our laft Accounts from Conflantinople, dated 
the 6th of laft Month, fay, that a Tartar 
was juft arrived there fram Afia; with. Ad- 
vice, that Kouls Kan had declared War againft 
the Grand Sigaior, and had aflembled three 
Armies for invading the Ottoman D miniona, 
one about Kars, another about Erzerum, and 
the third near Diarbeguir. If this Piece of 
News be true, it will have a very great In- 
fluence upon the Affairs of Europe, efpecially 
thofc between Sweden and Ruffia. 

On the 21ft of laft Month, the Axfrian 
Army under Count Neuperg in Silefia, quitted 
their Camp at Bilau, and marched to a new 
one mark’d out for them at Kiliau; from 
whence, after feveral Imcampmente,/ they 
paffed the River JVe/i on the 28th, and 
came to a Camp marked out for them at 
Baugmarten. As the Prufian Army conti- 
nues in their Camp at Stree/en, which is but 
a {mall Diftance from the other, many Skir- 
mithes happen between {mall Parties from the 
two Armies, but neither Side has yet attempt- 
ed to come to a general Battle, which is 
fomething furprizing, on the Side of the Au- 
frrians, it it be true, that his Prujian Majetty 
has abfolutely refufed the Conditions offered 
him, on the Part of her Hungarian Majefty, 
by Mr, Robinjon, the Britifb Minifter at Vi- 
enna, who, towards the End of laft, Month, 
made a Tour from Vienna to the Prujian 
Camp for that Purpofe. On the Side of Pruj- 
‘fia, indeed, his Ina€tivity may be owing to 
h's knowing that the Queen of Hungary will 
foon be attacked in ia or Bobemia, by 
the united Forces of France and Bavaria, and 
perhaps ia Italy by the united Forces of France, 
Spain, and Sicily; for we are told from Na- 
pl, of the 21f of = Month, that his S7-
